Prominent Huntingdon attorney C. Jewett 
Henry '29, immediate past chairman of the Board 
of Trustees, died at his home Sunday morning, 

' May 13, following a lengthy illness. 

Mr. Henry had retired from the Board, on 
which he had served since 1959 and which he 
had chaired since 1976, at its annual Spring 
Meeting. He had practiced law in Huntingdon for 
46 years, serving most of that time as volunteer 
solicitor for the college. 

A memorial service on May 15 was followed 
by interment the next day at the Alexandria 
Presbyterian Cemetery. ; 

An Alexandria native, Mr. Henry received his 
law degree from the University of Pittsburgh in 
1932. His bachelor’s degree was in history. He 
was a Class officer all four years at Juniata, was 
managing editor of the Juniatian, and ran 
intercollegiate track. 

From 1933-46, he practiced privately in 
Huntingdon. From 1946-70, he was a partner in 
the Huntingdon firm of Henry & Corcelius, formed 
with another Juniata graduate, A. Lynn Corcelius 
‘38. The firm was expanded in 1970 to Henry, 
Corcelius & Gates, and in 1974 to Henry, 


Corcelius, Gates & Gill. 

The late chairman was admitted to practice 
before the U.S. Supreme Court, was a member of 
the Pennsylvania and American Bar Associations, 
and twice served as president of the Huntingdon 
County Bar Association (1952 and 1966). 

Also with Juniata, Mr. Henry chaired the 
Presidential Search Committee in 1975, which 
elected Dr. Frederick M. Binder as Juniata’s ~ 
eighth chief executive officer. He was president of 
the National Alumni Association in 1957-58, and 
was active as a class fund agent. 

He received from Juniata, in 1978, the 
honorary doctor of laws degree and the annual 
Alumni Service Award, a rare double recognition. 
His citations read, in part: 

“In an age that seems to nurture confused 
identity and unstable virtue, Jewett Henry moves 
among.us with graceful integrity and quiet dignity. 
He carries the aura of one who has reconciled 
good, common country sense with cosmopolitan 
sophistication. 

“A man of deep religious convictions and an 
enlightened social conscience, he has called us 
by word and example to standards of educational 
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Board Chairman C. Jewett Henry Passes 
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and ethical excellence, and with keen perspective 
and gentle spirit helps sustain our community and 
our college.” % 

He was also cited for “wisdom and foresight in 
charting directions for Juniata’s development,” for 
his generous benefactions and valuable legal 
counsel, and his “deep love and constant 
concern for Juniata.” ' / 

Equally active in church and civic affairs, Mr. 
Henry was a past president of the J. C. Blair 
Memorial Hospital Board, treasurer of the 
Huntingdon Throwing Mills, Inc., Board, and a 
director of numerous other organizations, 


_ including the Penn Central National Bank. 


He was a member of the Masons, Odd 
Fellows, Shriners and Kiwanis, having served as 
President of the latter group, and was a past 
Church Council president at St. James. 

Mrs. Henry, the former Phyllis K. Wald '33.is 
also active at St. James. Mrs. Henry was a 
Juniata student from 1929-31, and the couple was 
married December 28, 1935. 

Also surviving is the Henry’s one son, John 
Jewett of Huntingdon.

Sarni, group vice president-chemicals of

graduates by remarking that he is “well aware of 

the outstanding reputation of the chemistry 

department on this campus,” noting that his son, 
Vincent A., Jr., graduated from Juniata last year. 
| A total of 193 students received bachelor of 

arts and bachelor of science degrees during the 

afternoon ceremonies in Memorial Gymnasium. 

An additional 31 were recognized as candidates 
i. for August graduation. 

Three students—Kathleen E. Smith of 
Lewistown, Brad R. Godshall of Souderton and 
Sharon J. Mills of Everett—received their degrees 
summa cum laude, compiling an academic 
average of 2.90 or better out of a possible 3.0. 

Ms. Smith, who majored in modern foreign 
languages, was graduated with a perfect 3.0 
average. She has been the recipient of several 
scholarships and prizes during her Juniata 
career.

strength, but also upon a strong and cohesive 
society, he has worked energetically toward 
achieving both ends,” Church added. 

And Dr. Binder, in conferring Sarni’s degree, 
cited the recipient as follows: “As a corporate 


. executive, gentleman and responsible citizen of 


your community, you have contributed to 
America’s free-enterprise system in a manner 
which at once reflects and advances the spirit on 
which our great nation has been built.” 


During his address, Sarni focused his attention 


on the future of America—and the graduates’ role 
in that future—stressing his “firm belief” that “a 
Strong, healthy, and just America can only be 
good for the rest of the free world, as well as for 
its own citizens.” 

But Sarni’s optimism was tempered with a 





warning that the public trend in favor of a 
“riskless society,” brought about by government 
controls and regulations, carries the dangers of 
fueling inflation, inhibiting innovation and stifling 
the nation’s growth. . 
Noting that America is beset with problems 
such as inflation and energy shortages, Sarni 
asserted that “the simple truth is that many of our 
worst injuries are to a large extent the result of 
self-inflicted wounds. 
“We didn't have to let government get so big. 
We didn’t have to let regulatory zeal run amuck, 
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- to the point where the costs of running a business . 


are needlessly and unproductively increased. We 

didn't have to let the fires of inflation get so hot.” 

Sarni stressed that as a productive alternative

Bethany President Speaks at Baccalaureate 


Dr. Warren F. Groff ’49, president of Bethany 
Theological Seminary in Oak Brook, Ill., delivered 
the sermon at the annual Baccalaureate Service 
on May 27. 

Dr. Groff, a summa cum laude graduate, 
spoke about "The Divided Cultural Imagination . 
and Our Response” to 193 graduating seniors, 
their parents, alumni, and faculty and staff 
members. 

After graduating from Juniata, Dr. Groff 
received his B.D. degree from Yale Divinity 
School (1952) and his Ph.D. degree from Yale 
University (1955). He has also been a visiting 
scholar at Harvard University. 

A Harleysville native, Dr. Groff received an 
honorary doctor of divinity degree from Juniata in 
1976. That same year, he also received the 
Juniata National Alumni Association’s Alumni 
Achievement Award. 

Dr. Groff has served since 1976 as the 
president of Bethany, the graduate school of 
theology of the Church of the Brethren. After 
joining the Bethany faculty in 1958, he became 
Seminary dean in 1962. Prior to moving to 
Bethany, he had served on the faculty of 
Bridgewater College, another Church of the 
Brethren institution, since 1954. 

Ordained to the ministry in 1947, he pastored 
the Beech Run Church of the Brethren near 
Huntingdon from 1947-49 and served on the 
ministerial staff of the First Congregational 
Church, Southington, Conn., from 1951-53. 

Elected to his second consecutive three-year 
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term on Juniata’s Board of Trustees this spring, 
Dr, Groff has been a member since 1961 of the 
Faith and Order Commissions of both the World 
and National Councils of Churches. He also is a 
member of the American Theological Association, 
of which he has served as secretary-treasurer 
and president; of the Association of Theological 
Schools, of which he has served on various 
commissions, and of the American Academy of 
Religion. . 

Dr. Groff has authored or co-authored three 
books: The Shaping of Modern Christian Thought; 
Christ, the Hope of the Future; and Story Time: 
Goa's Story and Ours. He is married to the former 
Ruth N. Davidheiser '51 of Pottstown and they 
have one son. ; :

to greater government control, “each individual 
can and should play a part in making society 
better and still more responsive,” adding that “the 
principles on which our political and economic 
society rests ... represent the best means the 
human community has yet devised to enable 
people to govern themselves and provide for the 
essential physical and spiritual needs of society.” 
The PPG executive told the graduates, “you 
have a responsibility . . . to use your abilities, not 
only for your own advancement and well being, 
but to improve the quality of life on this planet. 


Wherever you are, whatever you do, leave it just a 


little bit better than it was when you got there.” 

. Concluding, Sarni urged members of the class 
“to recognize that you are among a blessed 
minority on this earth in having the ability, the 
opportunity, and the obligation to participate in 
the public life of the country if you want to make 
things better. 

“Edmund Burke was certainly right when he 
observed that the only thing that is necessary for 
the triumph of evil is for good men to do nothing.” 

Sarni joined PPG Industries as vice president 
of marketing and general manager of the 
Chemical Division in December, 1975. 

After Sarni was elected group vice president- 
chemicals in May, 1977, the Chemical Division

CROP Meal a Success 


Remarking that this year's “Meal for CROP” 
was “the most successful ever,” the Rev. M.

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Rev. Dr. Docherty is 
Fourth Good Professor 


The Rev. Dr. George MacPherson Docherty, 
minister emeritus of the New York Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in Washington, D.C., has 
been named Juniata’s fourth J. Omar Good 
Visiting Distinguished Professor of Evangelical 
Christianity. 

In announcing the appointment, President 
Binder explained that the chair was established in 
1975 with a bequest from the late J. Omar Good, 
a Juniata student in the mid-1890s who left the 
college one million dollars. 

Lester and Pauline Rosenberger of Narberth, 
Pa., who serve as the trustees of Mr. Good's 
estate, conceived the idea of evangelical 
outreach to honor Mr. Good’s request that a 
portion of his estate be used for “the perpetuation 
of the Triune Faith of Protestant Christianity.” 

As the J. Omar Good Professor, Dr. Docherty 
will teach a course each academic term, 
participate in numerous on-campus seminars and 
discussions and deliver lectures and sermons to 
the community, both on and off campus. 

Dr. Docherty succeeds Dr. E. Earle Ellis, a 
noted New Testament scholar and professor of 
Biblical studies at New Brunswick (N.J.) 
Theological Seminary, who held the post this 
year. Earlier, Dr. Chad Walsh, acclaimed poet, 
author and professor of English at Beloit (Wisc.) 
College, and Dr. C. Samuel Calian, internationally 
known author and professor of theology at the 
University of Dubuque (lowa) Theological 
Seminary, had filled the post. 

Dr. Docherty, who received his M.A. and B.D. 
degrees from Glasgow (Scotland) University and 
his Doctor of Divinity degree from Temple 
University, comes to Juniata from St. Andrews, 
Scotland, where he has lived since retiring in 
1976. : 

He was called to the New York Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in 1950, remaining there until 
his retirement. During his tenure there, he 
appeared regularly for 20 years on WTTG-TV 
under the auspices of the Council of Churches. 
He also broadcast sermons every Sunday for 10 
years on WMAL Radio. 

The Scottish-born minister, who became a 
U.S. citizen in 1960, has published a book, One 
Way of Living, and has edited The Sermons of 
George Morrison, providing an expanded 
biographical sketch. 

One of Dr. Docherty’s sermons—“One Nation 
Under God”—was preached in the presence of 
President and Mrs. Dwight D. Eisenhower on Feb. 
7, 1954, inspiring the President to amend the 
Pledge of Allegiance to the Flag to include the 
words “under God.” 

In addition, Dr. Docherty contributed to That 
Day With God, a collection of national religious 
expressions of faith following the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy. He presently is an 
_ occasional contributor to various magazines and 
bulletins. 

_ Also an active lecturer, Dr. Docherty has 
conducted preaching seminars in Berchtesgaden, 
Germany, for the Defense Department for 
chaplains in the European Theatre, as well as 
Serving as the visiting lecturer in homiletics at the 
Episcopal Seminary, Alexandria, Virginia. 

Dr. Docherty—who is married to the former 
sue Margaret Hollingshead of Cassville—is the 
father of three children. He has been making 
visits to America three times per year to fulfill 
Preaching and teaching engagements. 

Currently, he is writing his memoirs and a 
book about the “Seven Last Words from the 
Cross.” : 

The distinguished minister will arrive. on 
campus in late summer, assuming his duties as 
the 1979-80 J. Omar Good Professor when 
Juniata’s 104th academic year begins in 
September.

Bankers Attend Seminar 


“We wanted to offer our students the 
opportunity to exchange ideas with top-notch 
professional bankers, and thanks to the J.B. Kunz 
Company, we were able to do so with great 
SUCCESS.” 

So remarked Dr. Ronald L. Cherry '53, Charles 
A. Dana Supported Professor of Economics and 
Business Administration, in reference to the J. B. 
Kunz Company's “Seminar on Banking,” 
conducted this spring on the Juniata campus in 
conjunction with Dr. Cherry's department. 

“We were most impressed,” Dr. Cherry 
continued, “with not only the quality of the guest 
speakers’ presentations, but also with their ability 
to stimulate and interest the students. Everyone— 
including faculty members—learned a great 
deal.” 

Invited to the recent seminar were Juniata 
students, faculty and administrative staff 
members, and local bankers and businessmen. 
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Following a welcome by President Binder, the . 
group heard and responded to presentations by 
three high-level bankers. 

G. R. (Dick) Wetmiller, president ot National 
Bank of Western Pennsylvania in Berlin, 
addressed the issue of “Statewide Banking,” 
noting that Pennsylvania is one of only five states 
which does not allow banks to operate statewide. 

Observing that statewide banking has both 
positive and negative aspects, Wetmiller stressed 
that whether or not statewide banking comes to 
the Commonwealth, the state’s banks must 
remain competitive in order to survive. 

Next to speak was Elmer Grant, president of 


_ Central Counties Bank of State College. Grant 


spoke about “Managing Bank Earnings,” stating 
that it is an ever-increasing challenge for banks to 
effectively manage their assets. 

Remarking that shifting deposits, changing 
interest rates and high loan-to-deposit ratios are 
making it difficult for banks to make a profit, Grant 
said that it is very important for banks to strive to 
improve their methods of earnings management 
and suggested ways for doing so. 

The third speaker was Robert S. Bolinger, 
president and chief executive officer of Farmers 
First Bank in Lititz. He discussed “Bank 
Membership in the Federal Reserve System,” 
commenting that many bankers desire to have 
that system reformed. 

Because the reserve system was initiated by 
the federal government to meet a need of many 
years ago, Bolinger said that it is now time to 
review and change the manner in which the 
system operates. 

On hand from the J.B. Kunz Co. was David 
Kunz, president. His brother, John, vice president, 
was out of town and unable to attend. Their 
father, John A., former chairman of the board, 
attended Juniata with the Class of '19. 

Founded in 1894 by John B. Kunz, the 
company—the dominant supplier of passbooks 
and related financial products to U.S. banks—is . 
one of Huntingdon's oldest manufacturing 
Concerns.

showing continued loyalty and support, 
Juniata alumni have made contributions to the 
Annual Support Fund (ASF) to meet the 
requirements of the $50,000 Alumni Challenge 
Grant, offered by the Charles A. Dana 
Foundation. 

In making the announcement, President Binder 
notes that 52 percent of: Juniata’s alumni—3,636 
persons—contributed $167,718, establishing a 
new Juniata record for alumni giving to the ASF. 
The previous milestones—49 percent and 
$109,243—were reached in 1976 and 1978, 
respectively, with 44 percent of alumni 
contributing last year. 

“The Dana Challenge was two-fold,” Dr. 
Binder says, explaining that “one part was to 
increase the percentage of alumni donors to 50 
percent, with Juniata receiving $2,000 per 
percentage point of increase up to six percentage 
points. Since our alumni have met that part of the 
Challenge; the Dana Foundation will award 
Juniata the promised $12,000.” 

Continuing, President Binder says that dollar- 
wise, the Foundation agreed to match, dollar for 
dollar, any increase over last year’s total 
contributions ($109,000) up to $38,000—a goal 
the President notes was surpassed by some 
$20,000. 7 

“Few colleges are able to claim more loyal 
alumni than is Juniata,” ASF Chairman Charles C. 
Brown, Jr. ’59, adds, stressing that “the alumni 
response to this challenge is typical of the spirit 
of Juniatians to rise up and meet a real—and 
important—challenge.” 

Brown observes that this year’s overall ASF 
Campaign was also a record-setter, with 
$252,344 being contributed, up from last year’s 
total of $216,760, the previous high for the 10- 
year-old ASF Campaign. The goal for this year's 
ASF Campaign was $241,000. 

“While our ASF goal—and that of the Dana 
Challenge—were both ambitious, and although 
there were some moments during the year when 
those of us working on achieving them were a 
little concerned, we never doubted for a moment 
that Juniata’s alumni would respond to this as 
they have to other challenges—by meeting it,” 
Brown says. 

Concluding, Brown remarks that “faculty, 
trustees and many alumni—particularly all of the 
Class Fund Agents—worked very hard to make 
this accomplishment possible, and | would like to 
extend to each of them a well-deserved ‘thank- 
you’ and hearty congratulations.”

In attracting its record class, Juniata had 


generated by May 1 (the deadline for students to 
withdraw matriculation deposits) more than 9,000 
inquiries. from high school seniors and 
Prospective transfer students. That figure was up 
some 46% from last year. 

It had also received more than 1,300 
applications, up more than 29%, of which 964 (up 
43%) were acceptable. “This is a good sign,” 
said Dr. Binder. “It reflects interest from among 
high-quality students.” Campus visits had further 
increased by 31%, totalling nearly 800. 

As a result, the College instituted a “waiting 
list” for the first time this year, as students paying 
matriculation deposits began to outnumber the 
spaces expected to be available in the fall. 

Looking ahead to the Class of 1984, or the 
entering class for the fall of 1980, this year’s 
Statistics are even more promising. Through mid- 
June, inquiries from this year's high school juniors 
had more than doubled from 2,600,.in 1978 to. 


- more than 8,000. 
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Two Vietnamese students—refugees from the 
turmoil surrounding the.fall of the South 
Vietnamese regime—were among Juniata’s 193 
May graduates. | 

Chemistry major Nguyen Thi Loan and 
business administration major Tran Minh Khuyen 
both received B.S. degrees during the Sunday 
afternoon program. A third Vietnamese student, 
Tran Tat Dat, expects to receive a B.S. degree in 
business administration at the conclusion of the 
1979 fall term. 

“All three of the students, despite having to 
make considerable adjustments and having to 
overcome significant obstacles, have done very 
well at Juniata,” observes Dr. Cornelis (Cees) J. 
Frijters, professor of linguistics and French and 
Juniata’s foreign student advisor. 

Dr. Frijters explains that when the three 
Students arrived on the Juniata campus, “they 
were experiencing the loss of their-families, 
difficulties with the English language and the 
expected problems of adjusting to an entirely new 
’ culture. 

“And obviously,” he adds, “they were without 
funds.” 

To remedy that problem, Dr. Frijters turned to 
the state and federal. governments—and to the 
Huntingdon Forum of Churches. 

“The Forum provided almost all the funding 
- necessary to provide each student with four years 
of education,” he says, adding that “Juniata and 
state and federal funding made up most of the 
remainder.” : 

__Also contributing to the Vietnamese Students 
Fund were Mt. Union Churches and the General 
Offices of the Church of the Brethren. 

“We—and the students—are most grateful for 
all of the generous assistance,” says Dr. Frijters, 
remarking that the students’ Juniata study has 
“been most beneficial to them.” 

Loan, who was inducted into Juniata’s Honor 
Society this spring, will pursue graduate studies 
in chemistry at Johns Hopkins University in the 
fall.

Staff members of Juniata’s progressive radio 
Station, WKVR-FM, are celebrating the 25th 
anniversary of student radio on campus by 
completing blueprints for modernization of 
equipment and by planning a move to the 
“communications alley” in Ellis College Center. 

The station, which broadcast for 25 years from 
the basements of Students Hall and Founders 
Hall, will be moved into a new complex designed 
by its staff. With 100 watts of transmitting power, 
WKVR’s new complex will feature a broadcast 
studio, programming and management offices, a 
Spacious record library, two listening areas, a 
conference room and a recording studio. 

Unlike WKVR’s previous rooms, the new ones 
will be designed specially for a radio station. The 
production and broadcasting rooms, for example, 
will be fully soundproofed. 

In addition, the new location will bring 
Juniata’s four major communicative agencies—

In 1976, however, the 
FM Committee was formed and with the help of 
faculty members and dedicated students, money 
was raised to revive the station as a 10-watt FM 
transmitter. The call letters were changed in 
March, 1978, to WKVR. . 

WKVR is operated by a management board 
under the direction of Kim E. Swanson '81, a . 
Sociology major from Punxsutawney, and two 
advisers—Terry A. Stoner, audio-visual supervisor 
and instrument technician, and William L. Hofelt, 
Jr., assistant professor of speech and theatre.
